Will the Circuit Attorney Institute Quo 
Warranto Proceedings! 


THE PENALTY PROVIDED FOR THE MEM- 
BERS GUILTY OF DRUNKENNESS. 


Delegate Kaye’s Unique Explanation—Dele- 
gate Monahan’s Statement of Alleged 
Attempt at Bribery—What Will the Of- 
ficials Do Now?—Are the Disqualified 
Delegates to Remain in the House? 


The cases against the members of the House 
of Delegates who swore falsely that they were 
possessed ofthe requisite qualifications to the 
seats they occupied were without doubt prov- 
em. The fact of false swearing was 
established so thoroughly that no reasonable, 
disinterested man could say the men so 
charged were not guilty. But now aloop-hole 
has been found for their escape. Their perjury 
is Gefined as a misdemeanor dy law 
and the statute concerning the limitation of 
prosecutions for misdeméanors limits the time 
in which such prosecutions can be brought to 
one year after the commission of the offense. 

The pear of limitation expired in April, 1886. 
The following is the statute: 

Ar. II., Sc. 170. No person shall be 
prosecuted, tried or punished, for any offense 
other than felony, or for any fine or forfeit- 

unless the indictment be found or prose- 
cu be instituted within one year after the 
commission of the offense, or incurring the 
fine or forfeiture. 

Oltenit-Attorney Clover declined to talk to 
several reporters on the subject, as he said he 
would have to advise the Grand-jury, and did 
not care to give an opinion before he 
was called upon to let that body know 
what he thought of the point raised. To one 
reporter he said: ‘‘The statute, undoubtedly 
rung against all misdemeanors, and the 


offense charged against the mem- 
bett of the House ie 2 miede- 
meanor. ISball still bring the matter before 
the Grand-jury and when the first witness is 
put on the point will be shown that the oath 
was made in April, 1885, and that will end the 
whole inquiry. 

That will end the whole inquiry as to the 
criminal side of the occupancy of seats 
in the House by disqnalified men, but 
the failure of this branch of the 
attack does not prevent quo warranto pro- 
ceedings being instituted to oust these mem- 
bers in rdance with the following section 
of the Statutes of Missouri, 

Chapter 60 of quo warranto, section 3786. In 
shall usurp, intrude into or wnlaw- 
or execute a ofice or franchise, the 
Attorney-General of the State, or any Circuit or 
4 4 the County in which the 
action is commenced, shall exhibit to the Circuit 
Court or other Court having concur- 
rent jurisdiction therewith in civil cases, 
on information in the nature of a warranto 
at the relation of any person desiring to pros- 
ecute same;and when such information has 
been filed and proceedings have been com- 
menced, the same shall not be dismissed or 
discontinued without the consent of the per- 
son named therein as relator, but such relator 
shail have the right to prosecute 
the same to final judgement, either 
by himseif or by attorney. such informa- 
tion be filed or exhibited against any person 
who bas usurped, intruded into or is unlaw- 
fully hoiding or executing the office of Judge 
of any judi circuit, then it shall be the dut 
of the Attorney-General of the State or Circuit 
Attorney or Prosecuting Attorney of the 
proper county to exhibit such information to 
the Circuit Court of some county adjoining to 
and outside of such judicial circuit, and near- 
est to the county in which the person so offend- 
ing shall reside. 
Under the section quoted every member who 


now wrongfully occupies a seat in the House 


can be removed, and on the insti- 
tution of the proceedings only the 
relator can abate them. The Circuit 


Attorney is required to prosecute the proceed - 
ings to a judgment and the judgment in the 
cases made in these columns cannot in justice 
be ought else than ouster. 

There is also another section of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri which can be quoted here 
for the information of the public and those 
officials who have been guilty of the offense, 
it being apropos by reason of the charges 
heretofore made, that on the night of Friday, 
June 27, members of the House of Delegates 
were drunk upon the floor of that House, and 
it is the following:

HIS PROFESSIONAL INITIALS. 


Delegate Kayes’ Unique Explanation of Why 
His Taxes were Not Paid. 


Thomas G. Kaye, member of the House of 
Delegates from the Twenty-seventh Ward, re- 
sides on the old County Farm. He is known 
as @ ‘‘stock’’ breeder, but by far the largest 
part of his time is given to the propagation of 
dogs. He has. been a unique figure in 
the House, saying little, voting regularly 
with his faction, caring little for the usual run 
of legislation, not a regular attendant on com- 
mittee meetings, though he is chairman of the 
Fire Department Committee, and a member of 
boththe Public Improvements and Sanitary 
Committees, and yet he has always attracted a 
reasonable share of attention from both fac- 
tions onthe floor. W this is so would be 
difficult to say, except that it might have been 
thought that his views were subject to 
Such ready change as might make him 
available to the leader of any side on the pre- 
sentation of fairargument. He made his first 
appearance at the City Hall since the disclos- 
urés of the PosT- DISPATCH with regard to the 
disqualification of members, yesterday, and 
seemed very much grieved that he had been 
placed in such unenviable light. 

I've paid my taxes and have got receipts 
to prove it,’’ he said. 

But you did not pay taxes for 1882 and 1883 
untli Tuesday, July 6, 1886, remonstrated a 
reporter.

Representative Cole Dead. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 8-—Representative 
Wim. H. Cole of the Third Maryland District 
died this morning at 7:30 o’clock at his resi- 
dence in this city, 509 Fourth street, in the 


49th year of his age. Dr. Cole, as he was 
common! known, has been a sufferer 
from Bright’s disease for several 
years past, and his demise was not entirely 
unexpected. He had been unable to attend 
the meetings of the House, of which he was a 
member, except once or twice during the 
present session. The deceased leaves a wife, 
but no children. 

Dr. Cole was born in Baltimore. 
Was à prominent Democratic politician, who 
educated his son for the legal profession. 
In his early manhood he went to 
Texas, where he was at the breaking out of the 
late war, and joined the Confederate forces 
from that section. Hg was principally en- 


gaged in hospital duty. After the war 
e returned to Texas and there married 
Mrs. Florence Franklin, an actress of some 


celebrity. Soon after his marriage he came to 
Baltimore and engaged in journalism and was 
for several years with the Gazette, now dead. He 
married a second time and engaged in politics. 
In 1882 he was a candidate in the Third District 
and was defeatedin the nomination for Con- 
gress at that time but was elected in 1884.

Heavy Loss On An Ice-House, 


ALRBANT, N. T., July 8.—An ice-house be- 
longing to the Knickerbock Company of New 
York, loeated on Jollie street and about four 
miles below this city, was burned last night. 


The fire was discovered about 10:30 o’clock 
and in avery short time the entire structure, 
which was feet square and 50 feet higu, was 
énveloped in flames, causing a brilliant illu- 
mination. The destruction was rapid and 
complete. There were two engines in the 
buildi for moving elevators and nearly 
100,000 feet of lumber onthe dock. All these 
were destroyed, The building was erect- 
ed by Hiram Hotaling some years ago 
and by him sold to the Knickerbocker Com- 
pany. Mr. Boteling estimates the capacity 
at 40,000 tons, and thinks it was about filled. 
If so, he places the loss at $100,000. The 
company has an insurance in New York agen- 
cies, but for what ainount is not known. 


Glue Factory Gutted. 


Cuicaco, July 8.—Fire broke out at 2:30 
o’clock this morning in F. D. Armour’s glue 
factory, located at Thirty-second street aud 
the river. It started in the ice-house among a 


heap of shavings and guickly spread to an ad- 
joining apartment, where the glue stock was 
stored. This burned fiercely, and before it 
could be got under contro] gutted the entire 
building, except the ice-house. A general 
alarm was sent ont shortly after the fire was 
discovered, but the flames had gained such 
headway when the firemen arrived that they 
were unable to extinguish it before it had 
burned nearly two hours. The loss is estima- 
ted at $30,000, which is fully covered by 
insurance. Mr. P. H. Holman, the Superin- 
tendent, who was asleep in the factory, was 
badly burned about the face and hands in try- 
ing to escape from the burning building.

MURDEROUS MILK. 


An Entire Family Poisoned by the Lacteal 
Fluid. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 8.—Mrs. Sarah 
O’ Rourke, a widow,her family of six children 
and four friends, sat downto breakfast yes- 
terday morning as usual and partook heartily. 
Shortly after breakfast the younger children 
were seized witha fit of vomiting, which ap- 
peared to become epidemic, and affected most 
of the remainder of those who had sat at the 
table. The retchings were violentand swift 


and debilitation succeeded the first attack. 
For an hour the question was doubtful whether 
the sufferers would recover. The violence of 
the poison became more plainly evident later, 
for there was no complete recovery in any 
case. By noontime the physicians were able 
to pronounce the entire eleven out of danger. 
Two of the party who partook of the meal had 
gone to the milf to work and were taken home 
in a serious condition, while one who worked 
at the Valley Bleachery was brought home by 
his companions. It is supposed that it was the 
milk that was poisoned, as every one who par- 
took of the fluid was poisoned, while two of 
the family that used none were not affected. 
Samples of the food were taken by the doctors 
and will be analyzed. The effect produced in- 
dicated arsenical poisonining.

SOME OF THE PRISONERS DISCHARGED A? 
TO-DAY’S TRIAL. 


Others to Be Tried for Conspiracy—Win. 
dow Glass Workers Project Several Fac. 
tories — An Aggressive Editor — Labor 
Talk. 


New Yoru, July 8.—The trial of the seven 


teen Bohemian boycotters of Mrs, 
Langraf, the baker, was continued 
here to day. The court + room 


was crowded with sympathizers of the prison. 
ers, and the atmosphere was oppressive. The 
prisoners watched the proceedings intently, 
although utterly unable to understand 
& word that was said. The first witness 
was Moritz Nagle, one of Mrs. Landgraf s em. 


ployes, who identified the defendants 
as the boycotters. He worked for 
Mrs. Landgraf when the eighteen . 


Bohemians demanded that she stop work. 
There were only Germans working in the 
bakery, the Bohemians having been or. 
dered out. Other witnesses identified the 
prisoners as the boycotters, and de- 
tailed the circumstances of their 
visit and told of their having distributed boy. 
cotting circulars. The witnesses were not,on 


cross-examination, positive in their iden. 
tification of some of the boy 
cotters, and on behalf of these 


the counsel for the defense moved their dis. 
eharge. The counsel for the prosecution said 
they had proved no overt act against the men 
who had called on Mrs. Landgraf the first time 
Judge Barrett concurred with this, saying the 
menwho had called the first time had not 
committed any crime, and there were 
others who had not been identified 
as taking part in the calls of 
the committee or in distributing 
circulars. These men, Judge Barrett said, 
he would discharge. The men were re- 
leased, and disappeared out of court 
very quickly. The counsel for the de. 
tense then moved for the discharge ot 
the other defendants on various ounds, 
but this was denied. The prosecution eilect- 
ed to drop the other counts, and try the re.

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A CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME. 


Glass-Workers to Raise $200,000 to Help 
Themselves. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 8.—The most Import- 
ant matter to come before this session of the 
Window-glass Workers’ Union is a co-opera- 
tive scheme, which has been under consider- 
ation forsome time. It is the intention to 
issue shares of $50 each for the purpose ot 
erecting new plants. A start will probably be 
made this fall with six factories. It is estl- 
mated that a factory will cost about $30,000, 
and it is claimed the Union can raise 5200, 000 
inside oftwenty-four hours. They will not 
confine themselves to window glass alone, but 
will take all the trades and make bottles and 
tableware besides. The question of anational 
federation of glass- workers will be only 
touched on by this session. It depends on the 
action of the American Flint and the Green 
Bottle League whether it is made. The League 
has, almost to a man, joined the Knights of 


Labor. The American Flint- Workers will de- 

cide at their next meeting at Hamilton, Can- 

ada, next week, whether they will join. If 

they decide to become Knights of Labor, the 

matter of a closer union will then be broached.

NATURAL GAS HURTS MINING. 

The use of natural gas in the manufactories 
of this city has done away with the consump. 
tion of 189,800 bushels of coal a day. in 20 
working days, which are considered a year 
Dy manufacturers, the whole amount of coal 
displaced would run up to 47,450,000 bushels. 
Calculating 100 bushels to be an average day's 
output for a coal miner, it would take 1,00 
coal miners to dig this eoal, but altogether the 
use of natural gas has thrown about 5,000 men 
out of work in this region. It required the 
use of 633 railroad cars to transport the black 
diamonds. Each of these being thirty fect in 
length, they would make a string 18,900 feet, 
or a distance more than three miles long.

SADIE’S SLAYER. 


A Prominent Physician Indicted for Pro- 
ducing Abortion. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcnu. 

NEw HAVEN, July §.—Thé lawyers who were 
in the Superior Court-room this morning were 
surprised when Judge Stoddard ordered High 
Sheriff Gates to bring in the Grand - jury, and 
they were still more surprised when the Judge 
informed the jury that they were to considera 
case where a person was accused of murder by 
attempting to procure an abortion or miscar- 
riage. Almost instantly every one knew that 


the jury would be called spon to investi 
the circumstances surrounding the death of 
Sadie Heineman, a young and pretty woman 
who died at the New Haven Hospital on April 
2, under suspicious ciroumstances. For a 
month after her death thé case caused much 
discussion and the interest in it partly died 
out because = one bélieved that the State 
would ever bring a criminal prosecution 
areas any one on account of the girl’s death. 
first witness examined to-day was Dr. M. 

White, the Medical Examiner. Then came 
Dr. Francis Bacon, to whom it is believed the 
unfortufiate girl made a confession on her 
death-bed. ttie Heineman, a sister of Sa- 
die, also testified, and so di Frank Bradley, a 
= gman popularly believed to be one of 

adie Heineman’s most intimate friends. At 
$:16 the jury returned a true bill against Dr. 
Frank Gallagher for causing the death of Sadie 
Heineman. 

THE CRIMINAL’S RECORD. 

Dr. Gallagher, the accused physician, is 
about 45 years old and is the son of the Hon. 
James Gallagher, for years chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee. Dr. 
Gallagher was educated at the common and 
high schools and later at the Yale Medical 
School, from which he graduated in 1864 with 
the degree of M. D. He almost immediately 
became prominent, his talents as an elocu- 
tionist and his liking for society belping him 
along wonderfully. He had one of the larg- 
est visiting lists in the city, and besides was a 
leader in several secret societies. Politically 
he was prominent, and at vaclous times he 
held a number of public offices. In 1878 
Dr. Gallagher was chosen Register of 
Vital Statistics. His opponent was Dr. 
E. L. Bissell. In 1874 and 1875 he was re-elect- 
ed to the same office. Inthe latter year he 
ran on the Republican ticket, as well as on a 
split Democrat ticket, and it was this action, 
undoubtedly, that defeated him in 1876, when 
he failed of an election. Dr. Gallagher was 
also Surgeen-General of the staff of the late 
Gov. Hubbard, and last year was Chairman of 
the State Board of Pharmacy. Suspicion be- 

an to point to Dr. Gallagher soon after Sadie 

eineman'’s death, and about two months 
ago he left the city. Where he is now is not 
generally known, but it is probable that he is 
not far from New York City, and it is expected 
that he will soon be in New Haven. 

Sadie Heineman had been sick at her 
father’s home on Daggett street for some 
weeks before her death, and about 
the time she was first taken ill it is alleged she 
called upon Dr. Gallagher. Afterwards she 
was sent to the hospital by Dr. Fieischner, 
who was called in to attend her at her home. 
Frank C. Bradley, whois supposed to know 
something about the case, was hunted * in 
New York by the detectives. He has had 
nothing to say about the case. Sadie Heine- 
man was 26 years old. She was a brunette and 
decidedly good looking. Sbe took a good deal 
of pleasure out ot life and attended many of 
the dances, where she picked up a wide ac- 
quaintance with the bloods of the town.

Cardinal Gibbons’ Rise to Fame—A Grocer 
Boy’s Success —Instructive Church Ha- 
tory—Famous Prelates. ;

New Lon, July 8.—The Orsini and Colonna 
Princes are the first in Roman society, being 
Princes attending on the throne, principi 
agsistenti al sogiio. Next to them comes the 
Caetani, Duke of Sermoneta, whose title 
comes from the sixteenth century. He is fol- 
lowed by the Buon Campagni, Porghese, 
Doria, and Odescalchi, but when the Balti- 
more grocer’s boy of 1850, James Gibbons, 
now the Most Eminent and Most 
Rev. Jas. Gibbons, D. D., Cardinal 
Archbishop of Baltimore, enters any one 
of their palaces, they must all stand 
up. Atthe great festivals or social reunions 
in any of the lordly mansions of Rome they 
must fall behind the pale, delicate-looking 
Cardinal Archbishop of Baltimore, thirty-five 
years ago a toller for bread in a Baltimore 
store, and in 1869 the humblest, as he was the 
lowest, in rank of all the prelates from North 
America who attended the Ecumenical Coun- 
cil. But the Roman nobles know that the 
glory of the tiara was never brighter than 
when worn by Sextus V., who was swineherd 
for the College of Cardinals; nor more learned 
and illustrious than when artisans were its lead 
ing spirits, from Hildebrand in the eleventh 
century to Gregory the Monk in the 
ninteenth centu The first native of this 
continent from ‘‘Greeniand’s icy mountains’’ 
to the Straits of Magellan who became 4 
cardinal, was the present Archbishop o 
Valladolid, Spain, John Ignatius Morino, who 
was born in Guatemala, South America, No- 
vember 24, 1817.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE LATE PLANTATION TROUBLE. 


Secretary DeLay of Little Rock Expresses 
Himself Upon the Situation—The Negroes 
Not Knights—All Such Stories Malicious 
Lies—The Rapid Growth of the Law and 
Order League—Cost of the Gould System 
Strike—Danger Feared from the Negroes, 


Mr. J. 8. DeLay of Little Rock, a prominent 
Knight of Labor, who acted as Secretary of the 
joint committees of District Assemblies 93, 101 
und 17 during the late strike on the Gould 
Southwest system, arrived here this morning 
and is stopping at Hurst’s Hotel. Mr. DeLay 
has been traveling through Texas with Master 
Workman T. B. MeGuire of New York, during 
the past month or so, disbursing money for 
the Generai Executive Board of the Knights of 
Labor and alleviating distress caused by the 
strike. 

In a conversation with a Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning Mr. DeLay 
stated that the cost of the Gould 
system strike to the General Board was 


in round figures, $100,000, and in loss of wages 
tothe strikers $1,000,000. These figures, he 
said, were carefully compiled and were of- 
ficial. The cost of the strike to the railroad 
company, he said, had been placed at 3, 500,

LOCK-JAW CURED. 


The First Case of Traumatic Tetanus to 
Vield to Science. 


New Tonk, July 8.—Dr. Robert Taylor, for- 
merly associated with Dr, L. A. Sayre of this 
city, reports the cure of” a case of traumatic 
tetanus, or lock-jaw, resultant from a wound, 
which is said to be the only instance in which 
a fatal conclusion to such an attack has been 
averted. On May 1, Miss Effie Masterson, 
daughter of Mr. Robert Masterson, & retired 
New York merchant, resident at D usville, 
had the bones of the toe and instep of her right 
foot crushed, Dr. Taylor dressed the vous, 
removing a number of pieces of bone an 
trimmed off the littie toe, which could not 
be saved. Recognizing the extreme prob- 
ability of lock-jaw, he put the patient under 
the influence of morphine. 2 began by 
giving her sixty drops of ia {one-< s solution 


of the sulphate of morphia (one-quarter of a 

n to the drachm) at each dose, three doses 
aday. This he increased rapidly until it was 
doubled, and during the worst period of her 
suffering that amount even was exceeded 
enough to keep her in a stupefied condition all 
the time. Twice a day her wound was dressed 
with balsam of Peru and oakum, and the 
bandage pressure was carefully regulated and 
constantly watched to prevent the matter 
burrowing. It healed admirably, showing a 
healthy ten@ency from the first. 

But eight days after the injury the first 
symptoms of lock-jaw appeared—severe and 
inereasing painsin the sides of the face, fol- 
lowed by violent twitching in the muscles of 
theface and limbs. The pain in the sides of 
the face became so great that it could hardly 
be allayed, even by the enormous doses of 
morphine given. four days after the first 
symptoms declared themselves, the tetanus 
was full established. The girl's jaws were 
tightly locked together, the muscies of the 
right leg, arm and side twitched con- 
vulsively and the body was bent like a bow, 
resting upon the head and heels. These vio- 
lent symtpoms lasted nine days. During that 
time, in addition to the nforphine, large quan- 
tities of rye 2 1 brandy, champagne, 
sherry, egg - nogg. milk - punch and other stimu- 
lants were given to her. The loss of a tooth 
permitted their introduction into the mouth 
through a rubber tube. At length the first 
indication of recovery appeared in the cessa- 
tion of the twitching of the muscles, and then 
the opening ofthe mouth far enough to per 
mit the passing ofa knife-blade between the 
teeth. From that point the progress of re- 
covery was rapid, until now the foot is well 
and the lock-jaw has disappeared.

THE EXPERIENOES OF TEN HOURS’ CON- 
FINEMENT IN THE HOLD-OVER: 


A Night Filled with Scenes of Misery 
and Terror— Good Eatin’’’—Two Old- 
Timers—Baising a Stake to Pay a Fine 
Cell Companions. 


AKE him down stairs“ was 
the short order of Sergt. 
Frank Schmittgens of Cen- 
tral Police District to a 
‘couple of brawny guardians 
ofthe peace who stood at 
the station railing uphold- 
ing an unsteady scribe. 
The prisoner’s pockets had 
deen turned inside out, and 
the store, which had been 
7 selected so as not to betray 

the owner's identity, was 
strewn along the railing, 
} 3} °° - -“@ndergoing a close inspec- 
tion and careful distribution. After the 
matches, knife and shoe string were taken 
from the pile, the remainder, regarded as 
harmless, was returned to the owner, Obedi- 
entto the sergeant’s command, the officers 
hustied their staggering charge out into the 
rotunda, along the corrugated iron flooring 
and down the broad iron steps into the re- 
gions under the Four Courts, whither many 
more distinguishea citizens had prededed 
him, and many heavier tax-payers may be so 
unfortunate as to follow some day hence.

the closely worked wire screen, a pendan 
spring bell was set jingling violently on th 
inside. The summons was answered from) 
within by yells and hoots and invitations of 
Come in!“ A moment later a sturdy old 
man appeared atthe far end of the corridor, 
selecting a key from a large bunch which hung 
at his waist. As he swung back the heavy oak 
door he humorously remarked: ‘‘Step in, 
young man, an’ stay awhile.’’ 

The patrolman in charge of the visitor pressed 
an acceptance upon him with more physical 
emphasis than was really necessary under the 
circumstances or at all polite.

Release before 
morning was absolutely outof the question, 
as an appeal foran earlier discharge, based 
on any “round whatever, would simply be re- 
garded as the prompting of a lucid and thirsty 
interval in a bad case of drunk. 

The night was still young, and the cells con- 
tained only the prisoners of the day, who 
worn out nd their confinement relapsed into 
quiet shortly after the reporter’s entree. 

The preliminary arrangements for the night 
were soon made. At the rear of each cell 4 
large granite-tin pail of water andacup were 
hung, and a few minutes later supper was 
served to those of the prisoners who had 
been confined all day. he menu was short 
and unwritten, but bape familiar to most 
of the prisoners. t consisted of 
**DOG-EAR AND DUFF,’’ 
as these edibles are designated in the cala- 
boose—or sausage and bread. A shallow pan 
—— pI a chunk of dried sausage and a 
wedge of bread was slipped in under the cell 
door to the guests, most of whom provided 
themselves with a cup of water and dined 
without ace. The rattling of pans on the 
rough rock flooring of the celle and the occa- 
sional smack of a section of suusage against 
the opposite wail gave notice of the completion 
of the and that 
some of had eaten to 
repletion and still had a — left where- 
with to exercise their marksmanship. No lull 
ensued during the removal ofthe cloth. The 
prisoners kicked their pans out under the cell 
door into the gutter, which traverses the 
corridor. ‘‘Albert,’’ the colored assistant 
turnkey in the hold-over, ran along the line of 
celis dexterously picking up the covers and 
telescoping one into another until he hada 
column of tin pans half hisown height. With 
these he retired to the kitchen. verything 
was made ready for the night’s business, which 
opened shortly. The bell jangled loudly in 
announcement of a new arrival, who was soon 
snoring ina drunken sleep on one ofthe hard 
oak benches in the Police Court cell. 

During a cessation in the work of arranging 
the new-comers a cry of 

** LIGHT! LIGHT!’’ 

arose in several of the cells. These ap- 
arently meaningless exclamations continued 
or some minutes, when the old turnkey 
shuuted out, Get ready!’’ Ali announced 
themselves in readiness, when the old man 
twisted a newspaper and lighting one end of 
this fambeau went from cell to cell applying 
it to all manner ot pipes in the mouths of both 
the men and the women prigoners. New 
arrivals drew the attention of the turnkey 
from the light. At the door be met two 
old acquaintances, whom he cheerily sa!uted. 
**Good evening, ladies. 

Good (hic) Mr. Ryan, answered the fore-

‘*Well, Eliza, you've had but a slight taste 
of free“om this time,’’ said the turnkey.

WAS POISONED,

Symptoms of Arsenic Found—A Warning 
Given—Interesting Testimony—The White 
House (N. J.) Mystery—Coroner’s Inquest. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

Wut Hovusz, N. J., July 8.—Coroner W. E. 
Ber!kaw began an inquest at New German- 
town yesterday morning in the case of David 
Welsh, the only victim of the many poisoned 
by the ice cream served atthe church festival 
at Pottersville two weeks ago. The inquest was 
held in the principal room of the hotel in the 
presence of about 200 persons. Coroner Ber- 
kaw called Rev. Wm. Schmitz, pastor of the 


church whose festival proved so disas- 
trous, but he was not present. 
Elias T. Bartles, the proprietor of 


the village store at Pottersville was the first 
witness. He said that, as a committee of one 
appointed by the church, he bought two ten- 
quart ice-cream freezers and had them de. 
livered at his store. He sent one over to the 
Rev. Mr. Schmitz and the otherhe washed 
thoroughly and sent to the festival 
grounds. Mrs. Bartles, his wife, corroborated 
his story. Dr. Francis Apgar was the 
next witness. His testimony was the 
most important of the day. When Welsh 
wastaken Ul Dr. Apgar was called in as his 
physician. Dr. Apgar said the patient had 
several symptoms of cholera morbus, among 
them a soreness of the joints and chills and 
fever. Subsequent developments satisfied 
the doctor that Welsh was suffering from some 
irritant in the stomach. After coming to this 
conclusion he studied the case with the idea of 
finding some poison, and finally satisfied him- 
self that the irritant was arsenic, as the latter 
symptoms were those of arsenical poisoning. 
WHEN THE AUTOPSY WAS PERFORMED 
the body was found to be greatly emaciated 
and the condition of the organs clearly showed 
the presence of an irritant, the heart being the 
only organ which seemed to be in its proper 
condition. In fact, the post mortem, in his 


opinion, showed the man's death was clearly 
due to other than natural causes or heart dis- 


ease. Dr. Apgar concluded by stating he was 
for ten years connected with Belile- 
vue Hospital in New York City, 
and on this basis of experience he ain 


expressed his firm belief that David Welsh 
died of arsenical poisoning. Dr. J. F. Berg of 
North Branch did not exactly agree with his 
colleague. Hedid not consider the appear- 
ance of Welsh's organs at the autopsy as 
Soar ed indicating arsenical poisoning. 

hatthe organs did, however, show conges- 
tion and marked inflammation, he was com- 
pelled to admit. Dr. Byron Thornton of Pea- 
pack was unquestionably the most important 
witness of the day, as he proved to be the 
physician who 

ANALYZED THE POLLUTED WATER. 

He said he tested a small quantity of the water 
in a half-pint vial. The test he made is laid 
down in the manuals of chemistry as a test for 
arsenic. The precipitate he obtained was one 
form of Shield’s paris green.. Another test 
which he attempted to make with hydrogen 
did not yield satisfactory results. Dr. Thorn- 
ton also said that he attended sixty-five of the 
3 people and from the agreement 
n time at which these people 
were and from the _ close 
resemblance of their symptoms he thought 
the common cause was arsenic. The fact that 
the victims of the ice cream were not attacked 
‘for some time after eating it Dr. Thornton 
also regarded as an indication that arsenic was 
the poison. Afteran hour’s receasthe jury 
provided with.fans and ice water, renewed 
the investigation. Rev. Wm. Schmitz then 
testified. He told substantially the same story 
he did at first, enl ng 8 upon the 
fact of Miss Delia Viiet’s Ulness, despite the 
fact that she took but a teas niui of the
